The prevailing opinion is that Sena- 
tor Borah is definitely out of the pic- 
ture. Next to the discussion of Hoover 
one hears more talk of naming Judge 
Kenyon than of anyother possibility 
in the field. There is no great enthusi- 
asm for Kenyon outside of the Gelega- 
tions from the corn and wheat belts 
and there appears to be no likelihood 
of his selection for second place on 
the ticket unless President Coolidge 
should ask it. 

The choice of the Iowa judge, famed 
for his radical views, by a convention 
So conservative as this one clearly 
would be a concession to expediency 
and proof that the Republicans are 
worried by the party disaffection in 
their stronghold in the agrarian west. 
Judge Kenyon, while in the senate, 
was leader of the darm bloc. He di- 
rected the successful fight ,for the 
packer control, grain exchange control, 
and other legislation demanded by the 
farmers. He is more popular with 
the farmers than is La Follette. If 
he were chosen for second place on 
the ticket his mission would be to hold 
the farmers of the northwest in line 
for the ticket. 

Where Kenyon Would Be Strong. 

Then, too, if the election were 
thrown into congress and the house 
were deadlocked on the choice of the 
President, Kenyon would be a tower 
of strength in the situation that would 
confront the Republican party:-in the 
Senate. It ‘would devolve upon that 
y to choose the Vice President fror: 
the two highest candidates in the elec- 
toral college, thé Republican and 
Democratic. 

Under the constitution forty-nine 
votes are required to elect. There 


“| were fifty-one Republicans, forty-three 


Democrats, and two Farmer-Laborites 
in the senate. La Follette and three 
other insurgent Republicans and the

Kenyon with little doubt would com- 
mand forty-nine or more votes and 
would be elected Vice President and 
if the house were ‘still deadlocked on 
choice ;of President, he would become 
the chief executive on March 4 next. 
A more conservative candidate than 
Kenyom could not be relied upon to 
hold the insurgent Republican, sena- 
tors in line and the Democratic can- 
didate easily might, be elected. 

Hoover would accept, “if drafted,” 
he has confided to friends now in 
Cieveland, but whether Kenyon would 
accept the nomination is not known,

MENTAL CARE 


Hold Duty Is to Seek 
Crime’s Cause. 


Members of society who, like Leo- 
pold and Loeb, the confessed killers 
of Robert Franks, have broken the law 
and taken human life, should be looked 
on not as fit victims for the hang- 
man, but as suitable subjects for the 
physician expert in mental disorders. 
This was the verdict yesterday as 4 
group of psychiatrists gatkered at the 
Institute for Juvenile Research to 
form the nucleus and to hold the first 
meeting of the Association of Ameri- 
can Orthopsychiatrists. 

At the conclusion of the meeting 
Dr. William MHealy of Boston was 
elected president, Dr. A. L. Jacoby of 
Detroit, vice president; Dr. Karl A.

Objective of Law. 

“The vengeance motive is predomi- 
nant in society’s attitude toward the 
older criminal,’’ declared Dr. Jacoby. 
“ Civilization has a bitter retributive 
philosophy for those who break her 
laws. 

“The law has only this one objec- 
tive, retribution and punishment. 
Medicine has as its aim, understanding 
and treatment.” 


Instead of regarding only the one 
action of the criminal—his crime, de- 
clared Dr. Menninger, the crime should 
be looked on only as the ultimate 
symptom of a train of reactions. 


Killing Onfy an Effect. 

“In other , words,” he asserted, 
“though I cannot express myself deft 
nitely on this one case where tws 
students killed a 14 year old boy, I 
can say this, that the killing of the 
boy is only the result which might 
nave been expected from a study of 
their behavior previous to the crime. 
“It is an easy way to get rid of 
criminals, to hang them. But it does 
not prevent others from becoming 
criminals, nor does it lead to a study 
of the causes which make criminals.”

‘tween Great Britain. an Germany, indirectly, at 
least, went on while the war between the two 
nations was under way. Japanese character is 
different, but not so-much so that thé tnfisence of 
profit is absent. 

In fact, if.no acute collision takes place, we 
think the removal of the immigration issué from 
controversy is likely to stabilize Japanese-Ameri- 
can relations.

. \WEASHTINGTON.—President Lincotn 
submitted to congress an appeal from 
Secrétary of War Stanton to repeal the 

“three hundred dollar” exemption 
clause in the enrollment act. Secre- 

tary: Stanton vemphasizes the need of 
wrt soldiers and that resort to’ the 
draft .is to get them.

Here is a recipe for a dope that we 
have found successful in repelling at- 
tacks by those pesky mosquitoes: 
Take about.one and a quarter pounds 
of mutton tallow, melt it, strain, and 
while hut add one-quarter of a pound 

of black or Canadian tar. Stir this 

mixture thoroughly, and when nearly 
cool add about one and one-half 
ounces of oil of citronella and one 
ounce of pennyroyal. This makes a 
glaze which does not need to be re- 
newed like a thin mixture. 

Another recipe that is perhaps our 
favorite is as follows: One ounce of 
pennyroyai, one ouncé of citronella, 
one-half ounce of creosote, one-half 
ounce of oil of cedar and three ounces 
of tar. These are the ingredients. 
The next thing is to choose a base 
for them. ‘Fellows that prefer thin 
dope had better add three ounces of 
castor oil to the above. Those that 
prefer a thick dope [a glaze] will want 
to use carbolated vaseline of equal 


weight.

If you do not like the tar leave it 
out and put in camphor. This dope 
will knock mosquitoes for a goal 
every time. As a rule, most fisher- 
men prefer the glaze type of dope, as 
ene generous application will stay 
“put” for a long time.
